Led by Patrick Tlfer of Detroit, Michigan, 
NYA has elace Inception felled to achieve ITS avoved goal of countering the programs 
of '*Mew Left*' OTgonlxations due to cleavage and reported infiltration and financing 
by Neo-Nazi aynpathlzers.

1. (c) The NATIONAL YOUTH ALLIANCE (NYA) it a conservative atudent group head- 
quartered in Washington, D.C. NYA, coB^osed largely of right-leaning youth between 
the ages of 13 and 29, has been riven with factional diaputes aince ITS establish- 
ment ivoediately after the 1968 presidential canpalgn. Chaired by Patrick Tlfer 

of Detroit, Michigan. HYA claims a currant vesbershlp in ejccess of 3,000. 

2. (C) KYA was organized by aeobers of Touth For Wallace (YFU), an organization 
set up to further former Governor Wallace's presidential hopes In the 1968 campaign. 
It was felt at the tine that a conservative youth grouD with national prominence 

was needed to conbat the increasing popularity of campus *'Neu Left" Sentiment. While 
YFW was active In 1968, a donation of $40,000 vas made by WUlls Allisonycarto, 
who control a Liberty Lobby (LL), a conservative organisation whose public organ, .'^^.^ 
"Liberf7~Cctter," is devoted to the dissemination of conaervatlve political thought. 
The donation vaa to prove a major factor in the factlonallsation of NTA and ITS 
subsequent Inpotence In dominating young conservative movements. 

3. (C) The first record of NYA is a flyer distributed in aarly 1969 by SUBJECT 
which outlined the following organisational poaitlons:

Carto has since Wallace's^ 
defeat insisted oo repayment of the donation In amomts of $1,000 per month. / 
Acord refused, dslmlng the donation was a political contribution and not a loan, 
and on 24 Mar 69 relinquished his fight for control of NYA and severed all 
organisational ties.

Peoples Party (NSWPP) , formerly the American Nazi Party. In 
summary.

NYA actually is promoting tactics or policy promoting use of 
violence. 

Further, for the information of Louisville, allegatlo 
have been made that the KYA advocates a form of National Social 
or Nazism; such philosophy la set forth in a book entitled 
"Imperium" by FRANCIS PARKER YOCKEY (deceased) which is often 
described as the "bible" of the NYA. This book is a 619 pag^ 
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philosophical tract extolling the virtues of a northern 
European civilization and warning against Its adulteration 
by Jews, Negroes, Orientals and other "Culture distorters." 




To date there has been no evidence of N!fA engaging 
In or promoting actual acts of physical violence. It would / 
appear that Isolated Incidents may have occurred, but are 
apparently attributable to efforts of Individuals and not 
directly attributed to NYA policy. There has been no reliable 
Information of a connection with the National Socialist White 
Peoples Party (NSWPP) , formerly the American Nazi Party. In 
summary. Investigation to date would appear that the NYA Is 
largely a paper organization devoting Its primary attention 
to developing revenue a substantial portion of which does 
not appear to have been utilized In furthering Its announced 
objectives.

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An article in the February 28, 1970, issue of the 
Courier- Journal , a daily Louisville, Kentucky, newspaper, re- 
ported that MICHAEL D. RUSSELL, National Field Director of the 
national xouth Alliance, described as a newly-formed far right 
group, was in Louisville, Kentucky, on February 27, 1970. Ac- 
cording to this article, RUSSELL said the National Youth Alliance 
is an outgrowth of the Youth for (GEORGE) VAIXACE Movement formed 
during the 1968 Presidential campaign. RUSSELL said that the , ^ 
National Youth Alliance, in addition to being anti-Marxist, al80^ 
does not believe in the "equality of races" and because races 
are "genetically different," they should not be "forced" to mix.

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\ STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 

A source has advised that the Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society (SDS), as presently regarded, came into being 
at a founding convention held June, 1962, at Port Huron, Mich- 
igan. From an initial posture of "participatory democracy" the 
line of the national leadership has revealed a growing Marxist- 
T^ninist adherence which currently calls for the building of a 
revolutionary youth movement. Concurrently, the program of 
SDS has evolved from civil rights struggles to an anti-Vietnam 
war stance to an advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist positlo 
China, Vietnam and Cuba are regarded as the leaders of worldwide 
struggles against United States imperialism whereas the Soviet 
Union is held to be revisionist and also imperialist. 

At the June, 1969, SDS National Convention, Progressivj 
Labor Party (PLF) forces in the organization were expelled. As 
a result, the National Office (NO) group maintained Its National 
Headquarters at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, and the PLP 
faction set up headquarters in Cambridge, Massachusetts. This 
headquarters subsequently moved to Boston. Each grouj elected 
-ts own national officers, which include three national secre- 
taries and a National Interim Committee of eight. Both the NO 
forces and the PLP forces claim to be the true SDS. Both groups 
also print their versions of "New Left Notes" which sets forth 
the line and the program of the particular faction. The NO 
version of "New Left Notes" was recently printed under the title 
"The Fire Next Time" to achieve a broader mass appeal. 

Two major factions have developed internally within 
the NO group, namely, the Weatherman or Revolutionary Youth 
Movement CRYM) T faction, and the RYM II faction. Weatherman 
is action-oriented upholding Castro's position that the duty of 
revolutionaries is to make revolution. Weatherman is regarded 
by RYM TI as an adventuriatlc, elitist faction which denies 
the historical role of the working class as the base for revo- 
lution. RYM II maintains that revolution, although desired, is 
not possible under present conditions, hence emphasizes organizing 
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STUDO^TS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 

and raising the political consciousness of the working class 
upon vhom they feel successful revolution depends. Although 
disclaiming control and domination by the Comraunist Party, 
USA, leaders in these two factions have In the past proclaimed 
themselves to be communists and to follow the precepts of a 
Marxl3t-T*nlnlst philosophy, along pro-Chinese communist lines. 

A second source has advised that the PLP faction 
which is more commonly known as the Worker Student Alliance 
is dominated and controlled by members of the PTP, who are 
required to identify themselves with the pro-Chinese Marxist- 
Leninist philosophy of the PLP. They advocate that an al- 
liance between workers and students is vital to the bringing 
about of a revolution in the United States. / 

SDS regions and university and college chapters, althoi 
operating under the outlines of the SDS National Constitution, 
are autonomous In nature and free to carry out independent polic; 
reflective of local conditions. Because of this autonomy internj 
struggles reflecting the major factional interests of SDS have 
occurred at the chapter level since the beginning of the 1969-70 
school year. 

The PT'P is characterized separately in the Appendix. 
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NATIONAl STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 



On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article in the November 26, 
1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of Green- 
ville, South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new 
political party, to be known as the United White Party." Ac- 
cording to the article, the party was formed at a recently held 
meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were ^ 
represented. The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race 
mixing organizations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, Issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
descrlbed as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank-and- 
file "States Rlghters" had merged with the UWP under "the 
banner of the National States Rights Party," with national 
offices at Post Office Box 261, Jef fersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites.

NATTONAT STATES RIGHTS PARTY 

On August 4, 1965, a source advised that Fdward K. 
Fields, the Tnfontatlon Director of the MSRP and Fdltor of 
"The Thunderbolt," Is the Individual who actually controls 
the NSRT. 

Issue No. 114, dated June, 1969, of "The Thunderbolt" 
lists Dr. Edward R. Fields as the National Director of the NSHP 
as well as Editor of "The Thunderbolt." 

"The Thunderbolt" continues to publish articles at-/ 
tacVlng Negroes and persons of the Jewish faith. ' 
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MINUTEMEN 

The Mlnutemen, whose headquarters are In Norborne, 
Missouri, was organized In June, 1960, by Robert Boliver De Pugh 
who has been publicly Identified as the National Coordinator of 
the organization since Its Inception. On September 8, 1969, he 
announced the appointment of his 23-year-old son, Ralph C. De 
Pugh, to serve In this position while he completes a one year 
sentence In the U. S. Penitentiary for violation of the Federal 
Firearms Act. 

Past statements by Robert De Pugh and literature 
distributed by the organization indicate the purpose of the 
Mlnutemen to be the resistance to and exposure of, the spread 
of Communist Influence within the United States; for the forma- 
tion of a guerrilla or underground organization to' combat the 
troops of any foreign powers which might eventually occupy this 
country; and resist passage of laws which would regulate private 
ownership of firearms. 

A source, who in July, 1969, had access to some 
Mlnutemen records, estimated that approximately 2500 individual 
have In the past expressed an Interest in the Mlnutemen and hav 
been considered as members by De Pugh; however, source believes 
there are probably no more than 300 actual active members of th 
organization. A second source in October, 1969, advised that 
the Mlnutemen tend to grossly exaggerate the number of their 
members. The source estimated the actual membership to be no 
more than possibly 350 members. 

In April. 1966, De Pugh. In his book, "Blueprint For 
victory", wrote the Mlnutemen organization was then dividing 
into two bodies; the Mlnutemen and the Patriotic Party. One 
group, the Mlnutemen, would be the resistance movement and th< 
other, the Patriotic Party, whose proper function would be to 
serve as the political arm of a complete patriotic resistance 
movement . 



Members of the Mlnutemen organization. Including Rob 
De Pugh and his chief assistant, Walter P. Peyson, have been a 
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rested in the past on charges of violations of the Federal 
Firearms Act, Bank Robbery-Conspilracy, Illegal Possession of 
Firearms and Conspiracy to Coomli: Arson. They have also en- 
gaged in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics, wherein machine 
guns, mortars, grenades , and othisr firearms were employed. 
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PROGRESSIVE lABOR PARTY (PLP) 

- "The New York Times" city edition, Tuesday, April 20, 
1965, page 27, reported that a new party of "revolutionary 
socialism" was formally founded on April 18, 1965, under the 
name of the PLP which had been known as the Progressive Labor 

Movement . _ 

According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962, by Milton Rosen and Mortimer 
Scheer after they were expelled from the Communist Party of 
the United States for assertedly following the Chinese Com- 
munist line." 

A source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP held 
its Second National Convention In New York City, May 31 to 
June 2, 1968, at which time the PLP reasserted Its objective 
of the establishment of a militant working class movement 
^.^sed on Marxlsm-Lenlnlsm. This Is to be accomplished through 
the Party's over-all revolutionary strategy of raising the 
consciousness of the people and helping to provide Ideological 
leadership In the working class struggle for state power. 

The source also advised that at the Second National 
Convention Milton Rosen was unanimously re-elected National 
Chairman of the PLP and Levi Laub, Fred Jerome, Jared Israel, 
William Epton, Jacob Rosen, Jeffrey Gordon, and Walter Llnder 
were elected as the -National Committee to lead the PLP until 
the next convention. 

The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a bimonthly 
magazine; "World Revolution," a quarterly periodical; and 
"Challenge-Desaf lo," a monthly newspaper. 

' The April, 1969, Issue of "Challenge-Desaf lo" sets 
forth that "Challenge Is dedicated to the peoples fight for 
a new way of llfe--vhere the working men and women control 
their own homes and factories; where they themselves make 
up the entire government on every level and control the 
schools, courts, police and all institutions which are now 
used to control them."

An article 
In the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a ne^sspape^ of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party, to be known as the 
United White Party." Accordinsf to the article, the party was 
formed at a recently held meetins in Knoxville, Tennessee, at 
vhich Bany klansmen were represented. The UffP was reported 
as being opposed to all "race nixing organizations and 
Individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt/' 
self-described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of 
the National States Rights Party" OlSRP) , reported that rank- 
and-file "States Highters" had merged with the IHP under

national offices at Post Oi'fice Box 261, Jeffersonville,

On Novenber 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United Trhite Party (UV.P) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessoa, on November 10, 1957. An article 
In the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a ne^sspape^ of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party, to be known as the 
United White Party." Accordinsf to the article, the party was 
formed at a recently held meetins in Knoxville, Tennessee, at 
vhich Bany klansmen were represented. The UffP was reported 
as being opposed to all "race nixing organizations and 
Individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt/' 
self-described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of 
the National States Rights Party" OlSRP) , reported that rank- 
and-file "States Highters" had merged with the IHP under 
"the banner of the National States Rights Party," with 
national offices at Post Oi'fice Box 261, Jeffersonville, 
Indiana. 

In November, 195S, a source advised that th^ NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
ootorious antl-S&mites.
